~EVW YORK, September 24.—The future
of Charles F. Murphy leader of Tam-
many hinges on the result of the primary
election to he held from 2 o'clock this aft-
ernoon till 9 o'clock tonight. This constl-
tutes really the one issue of great public
interest in the election, hecause many of
the contests are personal and local. On the
republiean side there is no general factlonal
fight, and the primary of that party has at-
tracted lttle attention.

l.eader Murphy and his lleutenants have
charged that the police are antagonlsts to
them in this primary, and they have had
many men sworn in as deputy sheriffs to
serve at the polling places. The Tam-
many law committee has complained blt-
terly of the action of the board of elec-
tions in delayifig the appointment of demo-
eratie election officers, and then transferring
Inspectors from one dlstrict to another.

Mayor McClellan s supposed to be in con-
trol of hoth the police department and the
board of elections. That may have been
the real cause of the complaints. Pollce
Commissioner Bingham says that he ex-
pects saome trouble in a few districts, but
has detailed plenty of extra pol!lcemen, with
instructions to preserve order and arrest
every man who starts a fight.

perfectly calm. The threats and the roor-

As a mat-
ter of fact, no experlenced politiclan fa-
millar with the real sltuation expects any
serious trouble, Most of the talk is pure
biuff put forth for a purpose.
Only Registered Voters.

Enrolled democrats and republicans alone
can vote at a primary election. Much loud
talk of fighting, bloodshed and intimidation
will have one eéffect. It will cause a few
peace-loving, quiet, enrolled voters, men
who s*ek no political favors, to remaln at
business and home during the afternoon
and evening. They will not attempt to
vote, and therefore in the closing hour of
the primary there will be a chance, just
a chanece, to vote floaters on the names of
the guiet men who remain at home. But
the watching at the polis by both factlons
will be #o close that the chance of fraud
i reduced to & mintmum.

Rebate Cases.

ACTION BY JUDGE LANDIS

In the United States District Court
at Chicago Today.

GCVERNMENT'S DUTY DEFINED

Attorney General Bonaparte's Letter

Read—Exhaustive Presentation of
the Matter to Attorney Sims.

CHICAGO, September
cided today by Judge Landis,
United States district court, that the Chi-
cago and Alton rallway shall not be
further prosecuted for its connection with
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana in
the granting of rebates between Whiting.
Ind., and East St. Louis, IIL

It was clalmed by Attorney General
Bonaparte, whose letter was read to the
court by District Attorney Sims, that Mr.
Maorrison, the predecessor of Mr. Sims in
office, had promised immunity to the Alton
road, provided It assisted in good faith
in the prosecution of the Standard Oil

Company.
The Attorney General, therefore, claimed

that it was the duty of the government to
see that no further steps toward the pun-

ishment of the railroad for its part in the
granting of the rebates be taken. The At-
torney General asked that the grand jury
which had been summoned at the instance
of Judge Landis to investigate the Alton
rallroad, be discharged, and that the mat-

ter be allowed to drop, as far as the Chi-
cago and Alton was concerned.

Judge Landis declined to discharge the
jury, but in:.ructed its members that they
had no further duty to perfom ln connec-
tion with the Chicago and Alton rallroad.
The court then calied attention to a state-
ment recently issued by Presldent Moffett
of the Standard 0Oil Company of Indiana in
which it was claimed that if the Standard
Oil Company was guilty of receiving re-
bates no other manufacturer was innocent.

The court directed the jury to investi-
gate the conduct of other manufacturers
and directed that a subpoena be lssued for
President Moffett.

Bonaparte’'s Lengthy Letter.
The letter of Attorney General Bonaparte
which was read In court today was as fol-

lows:
“gdward W. Bims, Unlted States Attorney,
Chicago, 11l

“Qir: When the epecial grand jury
summoned to investigate charges against
the Chicago and Falton Railroad Com-
pany shall again attend, In accord-
ance with the court's order of Sep-
tember 3, you are instructed to very re-
spectfully inform the court that this de-
partment has most carefully considered
and again reconsidered all aspects of the
case, and Is unable to find any sufficlent
reagon for other action on its part than
was Indicated in the letter bearing dale
August 10 last from the Attorney General
to K. M. Landls, and to which Judge l.an-
dis referred in his remarks to the grand
jury on August 14.

*You will assure the court that this de-
partment thoroughly sppreciates the force
and cogency of the reasons which caused
its request that the record of testimony in
the case against the Btandard Oil Com-
pany of Indlana be scrutinized by this de-
partment; and it fully recognizes the highly
appropriate character of the said request
under the pecullar ecircumstances of this
unusual case. You wul further assure the
court of this department's earnest wish to
co-operate heartily and effectively with the
judiciary in the admirable purpose to hring
to justice as speedily as possible all of-
fenders, whether Indiv.dual or corporate,
against the statutes regulating Interstate
commerce, which prompted and was an-
nounced in the original order of the court
summoning this special grand jury.

“Moreover, you will ren~w the expression
of regret contained in the Attorney Gen-
eral’'s letter of August 10 that this depart-
ment, by reason of its ignorance of the
material facts determining [ts present
action, could not adv.se Lthe court as to the
sald facts prior to tae above mentioned
uvriginal order.

Duty of the Government.

“It llkewlse appears to the department
to accord with proper respect toward the
court that, on its behalf, you should ex-
plain the evident necessity which existed,
In the judgment of the Attorney General,
for an authoritative public statement of Its

position, as theretofore advised, In conse-
quence of your request for a postponement
made in this case on September 3 last
While the department entertained, as it ex-
pressed in thls statement, entire confidence
in your sound judgment and devotion to
duty, it felt that this request on your part,
not only might cause, but in fact caused,
some measure of confusion in the public
mind as to the facts which, If not correct--
ed, would lead to wmisconstruction of Iits
own attitude regarding & matter as <o
which it had to determine In the singularly
appropriate words vsed by Judge Landis
August 14—"What the most perfect good
faith requires the government of the
United States to do.

“In the case the department has duly
considered, as you are aware, Llhe Inter-
esting and pertinent facts which lead
you to ask the postponement, and, in Its
desire to carry out thoroughly the wishes
of the court, expressed in the order of
August 14, it has, ex malore cautela, gone
over agaln the testimony of all the wit-
nesses then in the employ of tne Chi-
cago and Alton Railroad Company who
testified at the trial of the Standard Oil
Company of Indlana; and, haviug =0 done,
it respectfully reports to the court,
through you, that, although the facts
render such a scrutlny clearly appro-
priate, and although some of tne evi-
dence is undenially open to adverse
criticism, the most perfect good faith re-
quires the government of the Unlited
States to accord to the Chicago and Al-
ton Rallroad Company the privileges
granted an accomplice who bezomes a
witness for the prosecution.

The Whisky Case Quoted.

“The nature and extent of thesa privi-
leges are discussed at great length in
the whisky cases, 99 U. 8, 594, aud may
be regarded as well settled.

“In the language of Mr. Justice Clif-
ford in the above-mentioned case, ‘the
accomplice requires only an equitable
right to the clemency of the executive,
which, as Lord Mansfield said, rests on
usage and the good behavior of the ac-
compllce, who, fn a proper case, will be
baliled by the court, fn order that he may
apply for the pardon to which he is
equitably entitled,

** *Should it be objected that the applica-
tion may not be successful, the answer
of the court must be, in substance, that
given by Lord Dorman on a similar oc-

A RELIGIOUS CONGRESS

RELIGIONS OF EUROPE AND
AMERICA AT BOSTON MEETING.

BOSTON, Beptember 24.—Nearly all of the
religions of Europe and America were rep-
resented today at the opening sessions of
the international congress of religious 1lib-
erals.

The exercises today marked the opening
of the congress proper, yesterday's session
being of only national importance. The
opening meeting was called to order by the
president, the Rev. Samuel A. Eliot of this
city, after which the delegates proceeded
tv perfect the organization of the congress
and conslder the other routine business
which had to be disposed of before the ad-
dresses could be heard.

Among those scheduled to epeak at the
forenoon sesslon were Prof. John Revlille
ot Parls, whose subject was **“The Religious
Crisis in France;” the Rev. Copeland W.
Bowie of London, on “"The Unlitarian Move-
ment in England;”” Dr. Max Fisheer of
Berlin, Germany, whosz tople was *“The
Protestant en Verein of Germany. The
annual address of President Eliot and the
report of General Secretary Charles W.
Wendle of Boston also were on the pro-
gram.

A general session, ag well as several de-
partment meetings, were scheduled for the
afterncon, and religious services were
planned for the evening.

«FRATS” GO THE LIMIT.

Dubuque (Ia.) Student Kept in a Cof-
fin All Night.

CHICAGO, Beptember 24 —A special to
the Tribune from Dubuque, Iowa, says:

To lie for ten hours in a coffin, to see
through the glass covering over his face
the glimmer of candles, was the fate of
Roy Lorralne, a student of the Dubuque
high school, who was the victim of a “frat”
initlation.

The young man, being of the nerveless
kind, wa* to be submitted tg the most try-
Ing ordeal. Gagged and bound, he was
taken under cover of night to a farm in the
vicinity of the city. Here he was escorted
to a cellar long in disuse and led down the
stairway. Candles were lighted and placed
about in niches In the wall, and young Lor-
raine, blindfolded, was Induced to lle down
in what to him seemed a box, and the cover
was fastened. The coverlng soon was re-
moved from his eyes and he awoke to the
realization that he was in a coffin,

There was sufficient alr to keep him
from smothering and he remalned there all

through the night. Early In the morning
he was released by some friends.

LUSITANIA BRISES UP.

First Day’s RBun 524 Miles—Green
Stokers and Fog.

A wireless dispatch from the Lusitania,
via Cape Race, says that at noon yesterday
the steamship had added 524 miles to her
run from noon on the previous day. It was
explained that fog and green stokers were
responsible for the apparent poor showing
made by the turbine steamer. To noon
Sunday—ship's time—the Lusitania had run
369 miles. She had then been sixteen hours
forty-seven minutes out from Sandy Hook
lightship, which she passed at 6:41 Satur-
day evening. She had covered a little short
of elght degrees of longitude, so that her
nooh came thirty-two minutes ahead of
ours, or at 11:28 a.m. Sunday, New York

time.

The course of the steamer up to noon
yesterday was east, and she had added
about 11.46 degrees of longitude to her
easting, so that her actual running time
from noon Sunday to noon Monday was
about twenty-three hours fifteen minutes,
and her average speed for that time was
22.63 knots. This Is a little better than she
showed on her first day.

FATAL GAS EXPLOSION.

Four Workmen Thought to Have
Perished at Charleston, W. Va.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., September 24.—
A gas explosion occurred this morning
in the big sewer belng construcled by
the city, and four workmen are sald to
have been caught. .

The fire is now burning in the sewer,
and the fire department has been called

out. It does not seem possible Lo rescue
| any of the workmen alive.

OFF THE GRAND BANKS UNDER
REDUCED SPEED IN THICK FOG.

ON BOARD STEAMSHIP LUSITANIA,
September 23, 10 p.m. (by wireless via Cape
Race, Newfoundland). At 10 o'clock
tonight the Lusitania was over the easterly
edge of the Grand Banks of Newfoundland,
in latitude 45.30, longitude 49. The fog i3
thick. At reduced speed the steamer has
covered 210 miles slnce noon teday, We
have passed Cape Race, which now bears
west northwest from us.

TAMMANY MAN ASSAULTED.

John J. Dooley Suffers From Fractured
Skull—Assailants Unknown.

NEW YORK, BSeptember 24.—John J.
Dooley, a politician and member of Tam-
many Hall, who Is eBeeking the democratic
leadership of the twenty-third assembly
district in the primaries, was as-
saulted as he wag on his way to his home
early this morning by two unknown per-
sons and sustained a fractured skull and
possible internal injurles.

Mr. Dooléey had been at his club, where
the last preparations for the primaries had
been made. His house is only a short dis-
tance away. One of the men threw a brick
which hit him on the head. He was beng
beaten as he lay, when a passerby alarmed
his assailants, who fled.

BEVERIDGES ARRIVED.

Indiana Senator and Bride Amcng
New York Steamship Arrivals.

NEW YORK, September 24 —The steam-
ship Kalser Wilhelm II arrived today from
Bremen, Southampton and Cherbourg, after
a fast trip of b days, 17 hours and 13 min-
utes.

GUATEMALA AND HONDURAS.

Advices Via Berlin Indicate Possi-
bilities for Immediate War.

BERLIN, Beptember 24.—According to of-
ficial Information received here today Pres-
ident Cabrera of Guatemala has notified
President Davila of Honduras that Guate-
mala will support Manuel Bonllla of Hon-
duras In the latter’'s efforts to regaln the
presidency of Honduras.

This, the official advices add, is taken to
mean that war between QGuatemala and
Honduras Is llkely to begin Immediately
before the conference of the Central Amer-
ican republics, which it is hoped would

bring about peace in Central America, can
meet to consider the situation.

TELEGRAPHERY' STRIKE

CHICAGO CITY WILL ASK THE
PRESIDENT TO ACT.

CHICAGO, 1Hl., September 24.—President
Roosgevelt will be asked by the city coun-
cl! to flourish the ‘'big stick” in the tele-
graph strike, and to exert his influence to-
ward bringing the strike to an end by g:t-
ting both sides to arbitrat> their differenc:s.
This appeal was decided on at last nighl's
sesslon of the counc.]l at which the aldcrmen,
by & vote of 49 to 14, adopt=d a resolution,

reciting the financial loss and the public

that the strike is causng

in Chicago. and d-claring that it is the duty
of the telegraph compan.es to effect an ad-
Justment. The resolution was presentsd by
Aldermin Coughlin of the first ward at the
request of a delegation of striking keymen.

The document recounts that for nearly
seven weeks the telegraph companies have
been so hamperaed that they have had to
send messages by mail,and that the com-
panies have expresgsed a determination to
“gtarve the strikers Into submission.” It
gets forth that the eity of Chicago solemn-
Iy declarss that it is the “‘duty of these
grezt employers to meet representatives of
the strikers” in order that normal s=rvice
may be restored,

ONE OF WU'S TRICKS.

What a Diplomatic Authority Says of
His Appcintment.

An authority on diplomatic procedure,
who is well acquainted with Wu Ting-fang,
gaid this afternoen: "This method of getting
the appointment is one of Wu's tricks.
Having reason to fear that he might be per-
sona no grata to the government of tLhe
United BStates, lie got himself appointed
without the wusual preliminaries, trusting
that this government would accept the situ-
atlon as a fait accompli, not regarding his
disqualifications as of sufficient importance
to request that his appointment be can-
celed after having been gazetted, though,
if the usual secre: correspondence had been
exchanged, It might have been intimated
that the selection of another minister would
be more pleasing to the United States.

“China once requested that a minister
from this country, who had already started
for his post, be halted on his journey and a
substitute named. Mr. Bland, the appointee,
had got as far as Chicago on his way to
the middle kingdom when the imperial gov-

-ernment discovered that he did not suit.

That appointment was, accordingly, can-
celed, and Charley Denby, then minister
at Peking, a democrat appointed by Cleve-
land, held over In Harrison's administra-
tion, and was reappointed later for a third
term by Mr. Cleveland. In this case there
had been no preliminary negotiations, for
that was not the custom of this country,
s0 that China had to wait until after the
appointment, in any case, to express her
opinion. °©° In spite of expressions to the
contrary from the State Department, I am
of the opinion that there is a possibility
that Mr. Wu will not be the successor of
Sir Liang Cheng Tung.”

CENSUS OF OEKLAHOMA,

Attorney General to Consider the
> Census Office Report.
Attorney General Bonaparte has recelved
from the census office an official report of

the recent census of Oklahoma and the In-

dian Territory taken by order of President

Roosevelt with the object of ascertaining
whether there was proper districting of the

new state and proper representation In

Congress. Mr. Bonaparte said today that

he would carefully consider the census fig-

ures of the new state, especlally with ret-
erence to the congressional districta

‘While he is dolng this he will also study

the constitution of the new state, as ratij-

fied in the recent election. Mr. Bonaparte,
as stated in The Star, has gone over the
constitution several times before this and
is conversant with its fedatures. He will be
prepared to make a report to President

Roosevelt as to whether it ig in harmony
with the Constitution of the United States,
When asked today whether he would
make some speeches In the Maryland cam-
paign, Mr. Bonaparte said he thought it
likely that he would. He had not yet heen
invited to do se, he said, and would make
no plans for the present. It is conaldered
probable, however, that Mr. Bonaparte wil!
make half a dozan speeches in the state in
the coming month,

DEATH BY DROWNING

David Pfeifer Writes Note and
Commits Suicide.

“GO0D-BYE. IT’S ALL OVER.”

Jumps Into Muddy Water of Tidal
Basin and Disappears.

DEAGGING FOR THE BODY

Recent Arrest on Charge of Making
a Hand-book May Have
Caused the Act.

“Dear sister: Good-bye. It's all over.”

David Pfelifer, lorty-nine years old, who
was recently arrested on a charge of hav-
ing made a handbook on the races, wrote
the foregoing message on-a plece of wrap-
ping paper, tucked it away under the sweat-
band of his hat and jumped overboard In
the muddy water at the Tidal basin about
10:30 o'clock this morning. Mrs. L. E.
Greenwell, the sister to whom the note was
addressed, resides at 5068 Sth street south-
went. She was advised of the affair at her
home about noon, and was greatly af-
fected.

“Why did he do it?" she moaned. “He
was here this morning, but he never sald
a word about taking hig life.”

Many friends of the ucceased knew him
as Dave Fugitt, the name of his step-
father. For a number of yvears he had been
a familiar figure about poolrooms and other
simllar places.

All Right at Breakfast.

Dave Pfeiffer was forty-nine years of
age and unmarried. He ocer:~'>d a room at
the home of his nephew, 4% »nd K streets
southwest, and took his meals at the house
of his sister to whom he addressed the
n-te. He was at the breakfast table this
morning, as usual, and lz°t the house
shortly thercafter, not saying where he
was going. The next his sister heard of
him was when reporters called at the house
and Informed her that he had killed him-
self. It is supposed that Pfelfer proceeded
directly from the house to (1e Highway
bridge. He was s2en walking along the
wall about the tidal basin not far from the
outlet, his hands behind him and apparent-
ly In deep thought.

A few minutes after he was geen on the
wall he walked in the direction of the foot
of 14th street. He walked across the
grass, threw his derby hat under a bush
and plunged, head first, into the muddy
waler.

I eould have saved him if I had had
assistance,”” Michael Ready, who was work-
ing«in the park near where Pfeifer jumped
overbcard, remarked, “but I had nothing
to assist me and all I could do was to
summon help.”

Witnesses of Act.

Thomas W. Abell, 416 G street southeast,
and Willlam White, whose home is at 480

vVirginia avenue southwest!, also witnessad
the affair, but they were on the opposite
=ide of the basin. Park Watchman James
' Brien, another who saw Prleifer before
hie jumped overboard, picked up the hat
and found the note. He notified the police
of the affair, and the ciew of the police
boat hurried to the tidal basin to drag .or
ithe Lodyxy Drivers and pedestrians who
wera on their way through taat portion of
Potomac Fark stopped to inquire why the
tasin was being dragged, and several of the
curious ones sald that they had known
Dave, ag they called him.

Less than a week ago Pfeifer was ar-
rested by Lieut. Hartley, Sergt Lee and
Detective Grant and charged with having
made a handbook on the races,

The arrest caused much surprise among
those who play the races through the hand-
books and among the makers of books
themselves. There had been no apparent
actlvity In the crusade for several weeks,
and it was thought apparently that Prose-
cutor Given was giving his attention to the
casee which had already been presented to
the court and was using the cfficers to hunt
for the witnesses in those cases.

The police and the prosecuting attorney.
however, it is understood, were advised
that an attempt had been made to revive
the business, and attention was immediate-
ly directed to the matter.

The men
who platrls-d the bet maintained that the
party with whom it was placed had
“welched,” and that they were unable to
colleet the winnings. The members of the
pool were given promises, It is decla-ed,
and when they were not met the disap-
pointed ones began to talk.

A jury trilal was demanded by hls coun-
Attorney Campbell Carrington, and
bond in the sum of $1,000 was furnished
for his appearance in the Pollce Court.
Persons who were well acqualnted with
Pfeifer say he was in the gambling busi-
ness practically all his life, having been
connected with the backers of the policy
game here many years ago.

The body of Pfelfer was recovered at
2:45 o'clock this afternoon by the crew of
the police boat, near the spot where the

man jumped overboard, and was taken to
the morgue.

FOUND DEAD AT HIS HOME.

Death :of Brooklyn Lawyer Puzzles
the Police.

NEW YORK, Septcmber 24.—Alfred E.
Sander, a well-known Brooklyn lawyer with
offices at 180 Montague street, was found
dead this morning at his home, 8 47th
street, having been asphyxiated by illumi-
nating gas.

Her husband had
been out late and had come in after his
family had gone to bed, As was frequentiy
his custom, he had refralned from disturhb-
ing the houcehold snd retired In a small
bedroom on the first floor.

Matter of the Sale of the Mankattam
Concern, With Guarantee of Sup-

ply Frcm Purchaser.

NEW YOREK. September 24 —Hobert D.
Benson, an ofiicer of the Tidewater O}
Company and the Tidewater Plpe Line
Company, who testified yesterday that the
Standard O!l Company of New Jersey.
owned 31 per cent of the total stock of both
Tidewater companles, was the flrst witness
called to the stand by Frank B. Kellogg
when the hearing in the government's case
for the dissolution of the Btandard of New
Jergey was resumed in the Federal bulld-
Ing this morning. Mr. Morrison conducted
the examination.

“When did the National FPlipe l.ine Com-
pany get its llne through to the scaboard?t
was Mr. Morrison’s flrst question of Mr.
Benson.

“Bome time after the Tidewater,” was
the answer. It was in about 1883 Mr.
Benson thought. He was at the meeting

when the contract between the Tidewater
and the National was made.

"Was there a division of business ratle
fied at that meecting In 18837 5

“The tidewater companies got 11 and &
fraction per cent of the business,” Mr.
Benson answered, “and the Standard
the rest. The contract was to have runm
fifteen years, but was abrogated later and
a new contract made.*

The comtract agreed that the tidewater

| companies, in purchasing from the Btand-

ard, should pay the same price as the
Standard, including premiums puid by the
bigger company.

“Isn't it a fact that a premium Is often
pald for oil in certain flelds, where one
company desires to get It away from an-
other company with which it may be come
peting?”

How Standard Sets Prices,

“I think that enters into the question.”

The Btandard Ofl, the witness said, sets
the price of the oill through the Seep
agency, which purchases the crude oll for
the Standard. The prices are announced
through the newspapers, and all that com=
ranies like the Tiewater knew about 1t
was when they read It In the newspapers.

“Then the Standard flxes the price at
which you sell olls?"’

“Ihey fixed the price at which they sell,
We can’t sell for any more and we don't
want to se!] for any less.”

The Standard has denied that it fixes the
vrice of oil for any but its own subsidiary
companles.

“Whao fixea the price of export oil?"”

“The larger companies—the Standard.”

“Do they consult with you as to the'
pricee on export and crude oil?"

“No, sir."”

When Mr. Mor ison had brought out the
feet that Jolin H. Cuthbert had been con-
nected with the Standard before he be-
came a director in the Titusville Company,
he rested and Mr. Rosenthal cross-exame
ined the witness,

“You say the Seep agency, representing
the Btandard oll In Pennsylvania, fixes the
price of crude oil. What do you mean by,
that?"

“I mean that the Standard, being the
largest purchaser, has a p-kce of Its own,
and this is accepted by the smaller coms
panies.”

“Then, the other companies could fix
their own prices if they chose to do so, but
on account of the Standard being the larg-
est purchaser, they accept its pr.cel”

Export Poorer 0il.

‘““That is so, 1 belleve.”

Mr. Benson explalned the difference bee
tween export ol and that for domestic sale.
The domestic oil {8 150 test, and of that
which i exported 50 per cent does not meet
that test.

“When you say the Btandard fixes the
export price, do yvou mean that the Btand-
ard offers you anything more than a bid
for your ofl?”

“No; we sell our oil to the Standard im
the form of a consignment.”

“Do you know who created the foreign’
export market?"”

“The Stardard, so I've heard."”

In reply to guestions of Mr  Rosenthal,
Mr. Benson explidned why it was that 96
per cent of the Tidewater's jpoduct Is sold

abroad. Filty per cent, he said, Is not
muarketable in this country. The other 46
per cent 1s sold abroad because it |s more
profitable. The Standard had built up the
foreign buslness2, he sald.

On redirect, Mr Morriscn asked more
about the price.

“Seep, the Standard Ol agent, sets the
price for the Standard Ofl, and we can’s

get It for any less and don’t wuant to get It
for any more.”

“The price set by Seep is the market
price, then?" asked Mr. Morrison,
“Yes, that is the market price.’
This ended the examination of Mr. Ben-
son, and Anthony N. Blady was called to
the stand to tell about the acquirement of
the Manhattan Oll Company.
“Negotiations were opened when Mr,
Johnson had called with a letter of intro«
duction from Brown Brothers.™

“Was the sale ever carried out?"”

“Yes.”

““The stock was sold at par?"”

“1 don't remember.”

Mr. Brady could not remember whether
the bonds of the company were purchased
at that time or later.

“Do your books show total sums paild
by the General Industrial Development
Syndicate for the Manhattan 0Oil Com-
pany?’

“Is it your recollection that the stock
brought par?”’

“I think so."

“Now, Mr. Brady, tell us all about your
negotiations for the sale of this stock."”

Standard Guarantees Protection.
